nearing the target area the aircraft was struck by shrapnel. The fuselage was 
pierced in many places. Two more large holes were torn in the airframe, one 
in the starboard wing and the second near the mid-upper turret. The hydraulic 
gear was damaged and much oil seeped away and caught fire. The flames 
brilliantly illuminated the aircraft, and at this moment a fighter attacked. 
W/O. Robertson took skilful evading action, however, whilst F/0. Sharer, 
despite a most p.ainful wound in the knee, successfully fought the fire. After 
extinguishing the flames, F/O. Sharer returned to his post and,, although his 
turret was unserviceable, he maintained constant vigilance. In spite of heavy 
odds, W/O. Robertson completed a successful attack and afterwards flew the 
badly xlamaged aircraft back to this country. He displayed great skill, 
courage and tenacity, F/O. Sharer also proved himself to be a valiant member 
of aircraft crew, and his efforts contributed materially to the safe return of 
the aircraft. 

A/S/L. Harold Stanley Lisson, R.C.A.F., No. 418 «<R.C.A.F.) Sqdn. (Jarrow, 
Alta.). 

This officer has completed very many sorties, during which he has attacked 
airfields and installations with success. In air fighting S/L. Lisson has shot 
down two enemy aircraft at night.

'Sgt. Glass, who also assisted other members of the crew into the dinghy. He 
proved a tower of strength in most distressing circumstances.
